Ont of the discussion’ of this question 
in the Finance Committee arose a kindred 
question, ‘that of the action of our official 
representatives, ministers and. consuls, in 
foreign countries. We all know. that in 
olden days the functions of these representa- 
tives were confined to tha protection of 
their compatriots and to diplomacy. Tha 
relations. betwoen nations wore more of a 
military than a commercial type, and the 
duties of the ombassadora and consuls 
wero based accordingly, The nineteenth 
century, howaver, has secn the rise 
of o great industriel movemant, which, 
if it bas not suppressed militarism, 
hos asserted an eqoal and in somo 
gases a superior claim to attention. The 
functions of our representatives abroad 
ought ta have changed in correspondence, 
Englishmen, howavyer, have a large sub- 
atratum of conservatism in their natura, 
and they do not seem to have realised the 
necessity of ‘the change so rapidly as ona 
or two other nationa, The consequence waa 
that during a period of depression the na- 
tion was aroused by the feeling that it was 
losing ground and that the cause of decline 
was mainly due to the apathy to commor- 
cial interests of the consular and other 
agents abroad, How much of this fecling
